U.C. Students 
In Protest 


Against Navy 


BERKELEY, CaUf. (AP) - 
University 
of 
California 
stu­ 
dents at a mass meeting today 
called a classroom strike be­ 
cause police had been sum­ 
moned during a sit-in protesting 
Navy recruiting on the campus. 
Some 3,500 
of the Berkeley 
campus’ 30,000 students attend­ 
ed the meeting and voted over­ 
whelmingly by a show of hands 
to strike classes starting at 8 
a.m. 
The last speaker to urge the 
strike was Mario Savio, who led 
the 1964 Free Speech Movement 
which disrupted classes as stu­ 
dents sought greater on-campus 
political liberty. 
Turned down last month when 
he applied for readmission, Sa­ 
vio was one of six nonstudents 
arrested by police when they 
protested the presence of Navy 
recruiters in the Student Union, 


j He was free in $440 bail when he 
made his talk. 
Trouble started when a group 
of students and nonstudents de- 
! manded the removal of a Navy 
recruting table in the Student 
’ Union. Some 400 persons re* 
fused to leave after two Navy 
men and a Marine had gone. 
Students 
declared 
that off- 
campus organizations are not 
permitted by regulations to man 
tables on the campus. The uni­ 
versity administration said gov­ 
ernment organizations were ex­ 
empted from that rule.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Everett M. Dirksen says wh’ t 
this country needs is a patriotic 
rebirth. 
Dirksen, 70, ruminated at a 
press conference Wednesday to 
mark the issuance of a record 
he made on American history. 
“All I hope,” the Senate Re­ 
publican leader said, "is that 1 
can make a contribution to the 
tranquility of my own blessed 
land.”

Dirksen replied that he and his 
wife had been giving to charity 
for a long time, and “we always 
do it privately’; we never dis­ 
cuss it in public.

"He was awful scared about 
storms,” said his wife, Bertha. 
"He was always afraid.” 
But Hale was the lucky one— 
he survived. 
Hale was rescued 34 hours aft­ 
er the Morrell went down in 
freezing temperatures. A Coast 
Guard 
helicopter 
found 
him 
huddled under three bodies on a 
raft eight miles northeast of 
here. 
He was suffering from expo­ 
sure. A priest administered last 
rites. 
“Father, why am I alive?” 
Hale asked. 
"You are alive because God 
wanted you to be alive,” said 
the Rev. Cornelius McEchin. 
"First, perhaps God wants me

to be alive,” Hale, 26, replied. 
“And secondly, 
perhaps God 
wants me to suffer a little be­ 
fore I die.” 
Doctors said they exipected

Hale, whose wife and four 
children live in Ashtabula, Ohio, 
his 
hometown, 
said he 
was 
asleep in his bunk in the Morrell 
when awakened by “a hard 
thump.” 
“I

alarm, got dressed and ran top­ 
side,” he said. "The ship was 
breaking in half.” 
He and the three other men 
launched the raft. 
"As we were floating out I 
could see the two halves of the 
ship hitting each other,” he 
said. "They had separated and 
the back part still had power 
and kept ramming the f r o n t 
part. 
"She buckled and she sank,” 
he said. 
Mrs. Hale said her husband 
had been reluctant to join the 
crew of the Morrell three years 
ago because of the dangers. But 
he signed on anyway. 
"There just wasn’t anything 
else available as far as money 
and jobs,” Mrs. Hale said.

Red Premier, 
DeGaulle Eye 
World Issues 


PARIS (AP) — Soviet Pre 
mier Alexei N. Kosygin arrived 
today for a nine-day state visit 
expected to strengthen further 
the new ties between France 
and the Soviet Union. 
President Charles de Gaulle 
was at the airport to meet Ko 
sygin, who arrived from Mos­ 
cow on his first official visit to 
the West since he became pre­ 
mier in 1964. The visit returns 
one De Gaulle made to Moscow 
last June. 
De Gaulle seeks to lessen ten­ 
sions between the Soviet Union 
and the West by “bringing Rus 
sia back into Europe.” He and 
the Soviets want American in 
fiuence in Europe to decline and 
have found similarity of opin 
ions on Viet Nam and some oth­ 
er world issues. 
French sources said Kosygin 
and De Gaulle would begin to­ 
day a round of talks expected to 
cover German reunification and 
the new West German coalition 


Blake Urges 
Policy Shift 


GENEVA (AP) — Dr. Eugene 
Carson Blake, new general sec­ 
retary of the World Council of 
Churches, called on the U.S. 
government today to pay more 
attention to the war on poverty 
than the war in Viet Nam. 
Dr. Blake, 60, former chief 
executive of the United Presby­ 
terian Church in the U.S.A., of­ 
ficially took over his post today 
from the retiring general secre­ 
tary, W.A. Visser’t Hooft. The 
Dutch 
theologian 
had 
been 
council chief since its inaugura­ 
tion in 1948. 
Dr. Blake, a frequent critic of 
U.S. foreign policy, told a news 
conference: "The war on pov­ 
erty is much the more hopeful 
war the U. S. administration is 
currently engaged upon. The 
heart of the Viet Nam problem, 
from the point of view of the 
United States, is that we have 
tended for two long to mix for­ 
eign policy on simple opposition 
to the expansion of commu­ 
nism.” 
Dr. Blake said that under his 
leadership the World Council 
will “always encourage” dia 
logues between Christianity and 
communism. He said the differ 
ences between the two sides do 
not mean that both cannot per- 
from 
"intellectual 
conversa 
tion.” 
He called on the Roman Cath 
olic Church to join with the oth 
er Christian churches in a gen 
eral world peace offensive. 
The World Council embodies 
more than 200 Protestant, Angli 
ca, Orthodox and Old Catholic 
churches in some 80 countries.

Saturn Test 


Is Awesome 


BAY 
SAINT LOUIS, 
Miss. 
(AP)—The mightiest liquid hy­ 
drogen booster ever tested by 
this nation strained against its 
shackles with a million pounds 
of thrust today in the first suc­ 
cessful captive firing of a flight 
model. 
The S-JI-I, troublesome sec­ 
ond stage of the Saturn 5 rocket 
designed to carry American as­ 
tronauts to the moon, was ignit­ 
ed four months later than was 
first scheduled. 
Space officials termed the six- 
minute static test an apparent 
success and s a i d it occurred 
within the timetable of the “big 
picture” — to land a man on the 
moon by 1970. 
At 12:13 a.m. a great yellow 
flame gushed sideward from the 
booster’s base deflected by a 
huge shield from curling back 
on the engine. 
Generating 
21,000,000 horse 
power 
as powerful as 90,000 
automobiles, the engines made 
the earth tremble for more than 
a mile. 
The sound, a dull and deep 
roar punctuated by crackling 
n o i s e s, buffeted clothing of 
viewers 
5,000 
feet 
away. 
It 
made breathing roughen, made 
it 
exhilarating 
like 
speeding 
over a dip in the road. It gave 
tlje insides of ears an itching 
sensation. 
It was awesome. 
At 12:19 a.m. it ceased. There 
were some murmurs of excite­ 
ment, but many spectators con 
tinued to stare before turning 
away. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson is expected to 
name ambassadors to Hungary 
and to Bulgaria shortly, fol­ 
lowing 
up his 
announcement 
this week raising the American 
diplomatic missions there to the 
ambassadorial level. 
There is no indication as yet 
who the new envoys will be. The 
expectation is that John M. Me 
Sweeney, a career diplomat and 
minister to Sofia, will be named 
ambassador to Bulgaria, but a 
new man will be appointed to 
Budapest. 
Janos Radvanyi, the Hungari 
an charge d’affaires in Wash­ 
ington, and Luben Guerassimov, 
the Bulgarian minister here, are 
likely to be elevated to the new 
ambassadorships for their re­ 
spective countries. 
In explaining the upgrading of 
the 
two diplomatic 
missions, 
U.S. officials caution against 
any speculation attaching undue 
importance to this step. It is, 
they say, in the U.S. interest to 
be represented in every country 
on the ambassadorial level. 
When the State Department 
announced 
the 
changes, 
its 
spokesman said, “We believe it 
is clearly in our interest to be 
represented at this level or ef­ 
fective and proper conduct of 
relations.” 
The key word, officials ex­ 
plain, is "interest.” In other 
words the upgrading of the mis­ 
sions was not, as an official put 
it, “a reward for good behav­ 
ior.” 
This long overdue step, the 
oficials said, had to be taken 
irrespective of other problems, 
international or bilateral. 
Going beyond the "interest”

Storm-Tossed 
Waters Yield 
Bodies oi 14 


HARBOR 
BEACH. 
Mich. 
(AP) — Rescue forces fanned 
out over Lake Huron today in 
search of survivors of the ill- 
fated Daniel J. Morrell which 
sank in a storm with a feared 
loss of 28 lives. 
One crewman 
survived the 
Great Lakes’ worst disaster in 
eight years. 
Three bodies were recovered 
today after an all-night search. 
Eleven bodies were recovered 
Wednesday. 
All were in an area about 20 
miles southeast of the Harbor 
Beach Light. 
Gale force winds and heavy 
snow hampered overnight res 
cue operations. Enlisted in the 
search were three Coast Guard 
helicopters, three cutters and 
three other vessels. 
The search turned up several 
orange life jackets and water­ 
logged 
life 
preservers, 
all 
stamped Daniel J. Morrell. Or­ 
ange-colored oars and other de­ 
bris also were recovered. 
Its 
fate 
concealed 
by the 
storm for 34 hours, the 603-foot 
Morrell snapped in two Tuesday 
morning and sank in 145 feet of 
water 20 miles northeast of Har­ 
bor Beach, a town at the tip of 
Michigan’s Thumb District. 
Twenty-nine 
crewmen 
were 
aboard, said John Hanninen, a 
legal representative of Bethle 
hem Steel Co. which had leased 
the 60-year-old ship. 
"I saw two life boats launched 
before the ship sank,” said deck 
watchman Dennis Hale, the sur­ 
vivor. Plucked from a liferaft 
by a helicopter, Hale was clad

Military Controversy 


Military unification has been the goal 
of defense chiefs in the United States 
and several other nations for a number 
of years, but not one government nas 
adopted the concept as official policy. 
But Canada is on the verge of total 
military unification, and the resulting 
controversy is loud and rough. 
Eyes from the United States, Britain, 
France. Australia, Norway. Sweden and 
many other countries are on the Cana­ 
dian controversy. If it turns out the way 
Defense Minister Paul Hellyer wants 
it to, a worldwide scramble for unifica­ 
tion could develop. 
In principle, unification of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force into a single mili­ 
tary team with one head sounds like 
the most efficient system. Eliminated 
are duplicate supply and transportation 
arms and gained, in theory, are all 
manner of economies in purchasing one 
standard item of dress or armament 
instead of several. 
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But military men — the men who 
must make unification work — are to­ 
tally opposed to it. They have been ac­ 
cused of being influenced by personal 
ambition, but there is much to be said 
for the fear that the stifling of com­ 
petitive judgment inherent in a »ingle 
command structure might lead to seri­ 
ously deficient military decisions. In 
short, three heads are better than one. 
In what must rank as one of the fore­ 
most understatements of the year, Mr. 
Hellyer complained recently: 
“There are still some people who are 
not yet sold on the idea of a single com­ 
mand structure, but the old order has 
been replaced by tactics, time and 
technology. There still appears to be a 
great deal of misunderstanding of in­ 
tegration on all levels.” 
There is much misunderstanding of 
this thing called unification — and it 
exists on both sides of the fence.

In principle, unification of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force into a single mili­ 
tary team with one head sounds like 
the most efficient system.
